Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 8-10, 13, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Krogh (5,453,125) in view of Smith, Jr. et al (4,022,446). Krogh 

discloses a workpiece treatment system having a vacuum chamber (1) (ie: reduction in 
pressure), having walls (9) surrounding a closed space enclosing a workpiece (ie: 
wafer) and having a hollow space for sealing a cooling fluid within the walls. The 
recitation that a wafer heat-treatment system for processing a wafer by a high- 
temperature heat-treatment process and cooling the heat-treated wafer has not been

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given patentable weight because it has been held that a preamble is denied the effect of 
a limitation where the claim is drawn to a structure and the portion of the claim following 
the preamble is a self-contained description of the structure not depending for 
completeness upon the introductory clause. Kropa v. Robie, 99 USPQ 478 (CCPA 
1951). Krogh, however, does not teach a pressure regulating unit connected to the 
hollow for regulating pressure of flow therein. Smith, Jr. et al teaches a furnace having 
a compressor (33) which regulates the pressure of a cooling fluid through the furnace. 
It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which the subject matter pertains to modify the wall 
surrounding the vacuum chamber of Krogh to include the pressure regulating means of 
Smith, Jr. et al for the purpose of regulating the pressure in the hollow of the walls of 
the vacuum chamber. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3, 4, 6, 7, 11, 12, 14, and 15 objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
